TURKEY.
Report of Omar Pasha—The Insurrcction
Nearly Orushod.

The following official news, dated Sphulkia,
July 6, has been received from Omar Pasha:—

“Nearly a!l the districta have submitied to
the Turkish troops, and the insurgents have
given up thewr arme.  On the Sth iast, the Im-
perial troops were disembarked st Castlefranco,
snd to-day they routed the lnsurgents and ocou-

fed several villages, and put the rebels to
Elght. In tbe pursuit the soldiers occupied the
highest mountains of Sphakis. Everywhere
the jpsurgents are dls{mrse-d; hnd one body
baving taken refuge In the caverns of the
mountaing, are closely invested by the Imperial
troops, wlo to-night will gignal thelr presence
apd success by rending up rockets from the
topé of the mountains, The disarmament of
nearly all the districts hns been effected under
most javoreble auspices and most auccessfully,
more than 50,000 rifles Laving been forwarded
1o the authonties.”

The otlicer who arvived here with the report
from Omar Pasba reported that the junction of
the sen and land forees in Sphakia wie expecied
to take pluce on the Tth wust.

ITALY.
The Church Property Bill,

In the Chumber of Deputies, on the 10th of
July, Signor Ratnzzi stated his views relative to
the Boclesinstionl Properties bill. He said thau
the Government colucides with the recom-
mendations ol the committes for the complete
execution of the law of 1866, and accepls the
suggested method for allenxtion of the property,
but will propose moditications rendering it more
beneflcial {o the Treasury.

The Government eould pot accept 400,000,000
of Jire &3 the sum 10 be raised, 800,000,000 beine
necessary to include the abolitien ot the forced
enrrency, and new taxes being also mecessary
to satlsfy Enrope that they are resolved to meet
their obligntions, The present time was Inop-

riune for granting unrestricted liberty to the
*hurch; full lberty will be granted o the
Cburch when she recognizes the full liberty ot
the State, Bignor Rattazzi copsidered the pre.
sent Epscopaie more than sofficlent, but could
not ageept the proposal of the commiittée that
Vo new glnhon auall be nEpoiut.ed until the
number of the Episcopute shall bave been re-
duced, as the nomination of bishops is a prere-
gative of the Crown.

together with a sledge-hammer and & chisel,
Various are the reports i circolation m refer-
ence 1o this shooting affair. One of these reporia
is that the wife of the prisoner, while visiting
him on FPunday, brought the weapons to the

rison and left them with the nnhlnpg mun, 8o
rhnt he might destroy himeelf, and thus avoid
the disgrace of belng kitied by the rope. A man
it is #tated, had conie forward and declared that
he boarded with the wile of the pri
soner, #nd that she had offered him six weeks'
board if he would tske a plstol fo Ecker
in the prison. Thig the man declined 1o do,
The woman then made bim an offer of §20 il
be would comply with her request, but this also
he refosed to Haten to. Mre. Feker, who is the
mother of three children, was arrested on Mon-
day night, in the village of Haverstraw, and
lodeed ip joil. Mr. De Noyelles {s in a critleal
state, bis wound being & severe one, There have
been several surmises xs to why the prisoner
fired at and shot that gentleman, A commuani-
cation appeared some time since regarding the
prironer, who did not like the statements con-
ta'ved therein. He seems to bave atiribntad the
authorship of the dooument to the Bheriif, and
thus took this mode of revenging himsell' on 1ts
supposed author,

DOUBLE MURDER IN VERMONT,

A Fronchman Murders a Man and His
WM ife—A Little Child the Only Witness
of the Tragedy.

SerivavieLn, Mass, July 28, —The little vil-
lage of A«catneyville, four miles south of Wind-
sor, Vt,, was thrown Into & state of Intense
excitement this morning by the discovery (hut
Mr, Gowing, a well-sto-do farmer of that place,
had been murdered, and thag his wife had met
the same fate, The crime was committed by a
Frenchman, who was employed by Gowing lust
summer, and konew that Gowing usually kept
several hundred dollurs in the house, He
called Gowing to the door by shosting that the
cows were in the corn, and as goon us he opened
the door felled nm to the floor with an axe and
beat his brains out. The Frenehman then
rushed to the room where Mrs. Gowing was in
bed,and murdered ber in a like horrible manner,
In the same room was alittle girl in a trundle
bed, who was the only witness of the tragedy
and who kpnew the Frenchmsn by his voice,
After rifing the house the murderer escuped,
but it is rumored he has been arrested,

We hereby entrust him parsonally with the
duty, and give him authority to open a school,
over which he will preside and teach the
